A noble Lord (Lord Ferrers), he faid, had ad- 
gelled their Lordhhips on a fubjeé, which, not being properly under- 
food, might occafion no imal) alarm out of doors. ‘fhe noble Lord 
pad tated the encreafe »f the Roman Catholics in the diocele of Che- 
fer to have been greater thian in any other part of England; there 
being, in the yedr 1747, only 10,000; and, in» the year £767, up- 
yards of 25,007. The noble, Prelate faid, he had, at the time this 
mereafe was mentioned, exprefled his doubts.as to the faét, and given ° 
jeashis.opinion, that it was falacious, and that the number of Ro- 
man Catholics had not been owing to the growth of Popery, but to 
the very extraordinary population of late years in the diocefe of Chefter. 
This, he faid, was h.s opinion of the time; and, from the review he 
jad fince taken of his papers, he was confirmed beyond a doubt in 
what he had thrown out.on the fubjed. 

“ The noble Prelate faid, it would be’ very cafy.to eanvince their 
Lordthips, that the encreafe of Ronram Catholics had been mercly

“ The Committee of the Houfe of Gommons on the late election 
for Ayr-thire, met again this day ; and, from the’ manner in which 
they have determined to go through thie bufinels before them, they are 
likely to be fome time fitting betore they come to 2 conclution. 

“ The bet part of to-day was taken ap as to the legality of Dr 

ocbugk's vote, which was given for Sir Adam Fergaffon, but which 
Weppered againft. Mr Campbell, on the’ part of the petitioner, 

¥ opened the gucftion, Whether Dr Roebuck was, or was not, 
Prperly pufleffed of a freehold to entitle ‘him to vote? 

“A pretty long altercation thereupon entued, Mr Briel, for the 
Git Member, contended, that Dr Roebuck’s yote could not. be fit- 
tay ‘He shad been faid to claim under the old extent, upon Duke 
Hamilton’s charter of Goldring.

-With regard to the queftion, it waeeonténdedthat 
Dr Roebuck was not a good vote, becaule Dake Hamiltomwas not the 
fuperior of the sos. old extent of Goldring, undet whtth he calmed, 
but that Lord Marchmont was. The other fide, too, he faid had 
pretended they could trace it up te the firft fuperior, and; in doing 
that, they had caught hold of any name, firft Skaw, and then Cun- 
ningham, and fometimes Lady Maxwell, juft as they happened to 
think upon it, determined, however, at any rate, that Goldring 
fhould not belong to Duke Hamilton. Mr Ferguflon was of opinion, 
that the Committee would never go into a legal invefligation of the 
right of Dr Roebuck, or to know whether Duke Hamilton, or Lord 
Marchmont, was the fuperior of Goldting.
